I,  Leslie  Harvey  Eyres,  Minister  of  Rail¬

set  the  emergency  air-brakes  in  the  train 
should  the  rear  car  of  the  split-load  slip  or 
break  away.” 

Rule  20  is  amended  by  adding  the  following: 
“  and  attached  to  train  by  safety  straps  or 
chains.” 

Definitions  are  amended  by  inserting  the 
following  as  the  first  definition: — 

“  ‘  Train  ’ — a  locomotive  or  power-car,  or 
more  than  one  locomotive  or  power-car 
coupled,  with  or  without  cars  display¬ 
ing  markers.” 

Rule  56  is  amended  bv  adding  the  follow¬ 
ing:  “and  switch  properly  set  for  approach¬ 
ing  train.” 

Rule  57  is  amended  by  adding  the  following 
clause : — 

“  Under  conditions  not  requiring  display  of 
markers,  road  engines  without  cars  will  dis¬ 
play  a  white  light  on  the  rear  of  the  tender  by 
night.” 

Rule  58  is  amended  by  adding  the  follow¬ 
ing: — 

“(b)  Marker  lights  must  be  displayed  by 
night  to  indicate  the  rear  end  of  every 
train  when  standing  or  being  moved 
on  any  main  track,  branch  track,  or 
passing  track  where  traffic  is  moving 
or  may  be  moving,  as  follows:  When 
the  rear  car  consists  of  a  caboose, 
passenger-coach,  or  workmen’s  car, 
one  marker  light  on  each  side  of  rear 
displaying  green  lights  to  the  front 
and  sides  and  red  lights  to  the  rear 
if  running  with  the  current  of  traffic 
or  standing  on  a  main  track  or  branch 
track;  when  the  rear  car  of  any  train 
is  other  than  a  caboose,  passenger- 
coach,  or  workmen’s  car,  one  marker 
light  only  on  the  rear  centre  displaying 
green  lights  to  the  sides  and  red  to  the 
rear  if  running  with  the  current  of 
traffic  or  standing  on  a  main  track  or 
branch  track.  If  standing  on  passing- 
track  clear  of  the  main  track,  all 
trains  will  display  green  to  the  rear. 
The  lights  displayed  to  the  rear  must 
be  changed  from  green  to  red  before  a 
train  fouls  the  main  track  when  leav¬ 
ing  a  passing  ti-ack  or  returns  to  the 
main  ti-ack  with  the  current  of  traffic.” 

Rule  59  is  amended  by  substituting  the 
the  word  “  blue  ”  for  “  red  ”  throughout  the 
entire  rule.

Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in 
Chiropody. 

All  previous  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  in  Chiropody  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  the  following  regulations  made  and  passed 
by  the  Board  on  the  fifth  day  of  November, 
1947,  are  substituted  therefor: — 

1.  The  Board  shall  appoint  one  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  to  be  Chairman,  and  he  shall  hold  office 
until  his  successor  is  appointed,  unless  sooner 
removed  by  death  or  resignation,  or  unless  re¬ 
moved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of 
the  Board.  The  Board  shall  appoint  a  secre¬ 
tary,  and  he  shall  hold  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board. 

2.  An  applicant  for  a  certificate  of  registra¬ 
tion  under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Chiropody 
Act  ”  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
shall  furnish  to  the  Board,  on  application 
forms  provided  by  the  Board,  the  information 


required  by  the  said  Act  and  the  regulations 
of  the  Board.  Such  application,  together  with 
the  full  fee  for  examination,  registration,  and 
licence  to  practice,  as  fixed  by  the  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  Association  of  Chiropodists,  shall  be 
filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  Board  at  least 
two  weeks  before  the  date  sot  for  the  meeting 
of  the  Board  for  examination  of  candidates. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  examina¬ 
tion  for  a  certificate  of  registration  to  practise 
chiropody  unless  he  or  she  has  obtained  a 
certificate  from  the  proper  school  authorities 
showing  that  such  applicant,  before  entering 
a  school  or  college  of  chiropody,  had  obtained 
an  academic  education  equal  to  the  first  year 
in  Arts  of  the  University  of  British  Columbia, 
or  any  other  university  of  equal  standing,  and 
has  obtained  a  diploma  or  certificate  of  grad¬ 
uation  from  a  legally  incorporated  school  or 
college  of  chiropody  approved  by  the  Board; 
provided  that  he  or  she  has  personally  at¬ 
tended  the  prescribed  courses  of  study  of 
chiropody  for  a  minimum  period  of  four  years 
of  eight  months  each,  with  a  minimum  total 
of  forty-two  hundred  (4,200)  hours  of  in¬ 
struction. 

4.  Any  person  who  has  attended  the  ac¬ 
celerated  course  in  a  school  or  college  of 
chiropody  approved  by  the  Board,  and  has  met 
the  requirements  of  Regulation  3,  as  to  the 
number  of  months  and  hours  of  instruction, 
shall  be  admitted  to  examination. 

5.  Any  person  who  has  graduated  from  a 
recognized  school  or  college  of  chiropody,  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Board,  requiring  a  three-year 
course  of  study  of  chiropody,  and  has  obtained 
an  academic  education  equal  to  the  first  year 
in  Arts  of  the  University  of  British  Columbia, 
or  its  equivalent  as  defined  in  Regulation  3, 
shall  be  admitted  to  examination,  provided 
that  application  for  examination  be  made  not 
later  than  January  30th,  1949. 

6.  The  examination  shall  be  written,  oral, 

and  clinical,  and  shall  embrace  the  following 
subjects:  Anatomy,  histology,  physiology, 

pathology,  chemistry,  bacteriology,  derma¬ 
tology,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics, 
pharmacy,  hygiene  and  sanitation,  chiropodical 
medicine  and  surgery,  and  chiropodical  ortho¬ 
pedics.  The  minimum  requirement  for  regis¬ 
tration  of  applicants  under  this  section  shall 
be  based  on  a  general  average  of  seventy-five 
per  cent,  in  all  subjects. 

7.  If  a  candidate  fails  to  obtain  a  general 
average  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  in  all  sub¬ 
jects,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  failed;  and 
failure  to  attain  sixty  per  cent,  in  any  subject 
-shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  failure  in  that  sub¬ 
ject;  provided  that  if  a  candidate  shall  fail 
in  not  more  than  two  subjects,  his  general 
average  as  aforesaid  shall  not  be  computed 
until  he  has  tried  and  passed  his  supplemental 
examination  in  such  subjects.  If  in  such  lat¬ 
ter  event  his  general  average  shall  be  less 
than  seventy-five  per  cent.,  he  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  failed  in  his  examination. 

8.  Failure  in  more  than  two  subjects  shall 
necessitate  taking  the  whole  examination  over 
again.  In  case  of  failure  in  one  or  two  sub¬ 
jects  only,  the  candidate,  upon  application  and 
payment  of  fees  therefor,  shall  be  permitted 
to  take  supplemental  examinations  in  such 
subjects  without  further  examinations  in  other 
subjects. 

9.  The  examinations  shall  be  conducted  by 
two  or  more  members  of  the  Board;  but  the 
question-papers  shall  be  examined  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  preparing  them,  each  mem¬ 
ber  examining  the  paper  he  has  prepared. 
The  Board  shall  finally  decide  upon  the  value 
of  each  paper. 

10.  The  examinations  shall  be  held  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  Board  may  determine. 

11.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  pre¬ 
side  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
call  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
countersign  all  cheques  drawn  by  the  secre- 

!  tary ;  call  meetings  of  the  Board  upon  the 
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written  request  of  two  members  of  the  Board, 
stating1  the  reasons  therefor;  approve  all 
vouchers  paid  by  the  secretary;  sign  the 
minutes  of  each  meeting  when  approved  by 
the  Board;  and  act  generally  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  his  office  for  the 
proper  carrying-out  of  the  •  duties  of  the 
Board;  and  in  his  unavoidable  absence  from 
anv  meeting  of  the  Board  the  members  may 
choose  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  chair¬ 
man  of  such  meeting. 

12.  The  order  of  business  of  the  Board  shall 
be:  Roll-call;  reading  of  minutes  of  previous 
meeting;  business  arising  out  of  minutes;  cor¬ 
respondence;  reports  of  committees;  unfinished 
business;  new  business;  accounts. 

13.  The  secretary  shall  be  the  treasurer  of 
the  Board,  and  shall  furnish  a  bond  to  the 
Board  in  a  form  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  in 
such  sum  or  sums  as  the  Board  thinks  fit,  with 
a  condition  that  the  secretary  shall  well  and 
faithfully  carry  out  the  duties  of  his  office  and 
account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  Board  all 
moneys  he  receives  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  and 
such  bond  and  conditions  shall  be  sued  upon  by 
the  Board  in  the  names  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  in  the  event  of  any  default  or  wilful 
misconduct  of  the  secretary.  The  premium  of 
such  bond  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Board. 

14.  The  secretary  shall: — 

( a)  Conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Board  : 

(b)  Keep  a  true  record  of  all  its  proceedings : 

(c)  On  advice  of  the  Chairman,  notify  all 
members  of  the  Board  of  the  time  and 
place  of  meetings  at  least  three  days  in 
advance : 

( d )  He  shall  keep  such  books  of  record  and 
account  as  the  Board  shall  approve,  and 
permit  any  member  of  the  Board  to  in¬ 
spect  the  same  at  any  time: 

(e)  He  shall  receive  all  moneys  payable  to 
the  Board  and  place  the  same  to  the 
credit  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in 
Chiropody  in  a  chartered  bank  approved 
by  the  Board: 

(/)  Keep  a  record  of  the  results  of  all 
examinations : 

(g)  Under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  take 
all  necessary  steps  and  proceedings  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  “  Chiropody 
Act,”  and  amendments  and  regulations 
pursuant  thereto. 

15.  All  cheques  shall  be  signed  by  the 
secretary-treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board.  The  secretary- 
treasurer  shall  receive  such  compensation  for 
his  services  as  the  Board  may  determine. 

16.  Three  members  of  the  Board  personally 
present  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Board. 

17.  The  Board  shall  manage  and  dispose  of 
all  moneys  and  funds  coming  into  its  hands  in 
such  manner  and  for  such  purposes  as  it  shall 
deem  advisable  for  the  advancement,  better¬ 
ment,  and  regulation  of  the  practice  of  chi¬ 
ropody  in  the  Province,  subject  always  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  in  that  behalf. 

18.  For  the  maintenance  of  an  ethical  stand¬ 
ard  and  for  the  government  and  honour  of 
those  engaged  in  the  practice  of  chiropody,  it 
is  hereby  provided: — 

(a)  That  no  chiropodist,  either  in  his  own 
name  or  in  the  name  of  anyone  associ¬ 
ated  with  him,  shall  advertise  charges 
or  fees  in  respect  of  the  practice  of 
chiropody  in  any  newspaper,  sign,  cir¬ 
cular,  card,  booklet,  or  printing  or 
writing  of  any  kind: 

(b)  No  chiropodist  shall  offer  to  guarantee 
a  cure  either  verbally  or  in  writing  or 
by  advertisement  or  otherwise : 

(c)  No  chiropodist  shall  advertise  in  a  news¬ 
paper,  telephone  directory,  or  other 
periodical  without  first  submitting  the 
proposed  advertising  to  the  Board,  which 
shall  grant  or  refuse  permission  to  the 


said  chiropodist  to  publish  the  said 
advertising: 

( d )  Any  chiropodist  who  violates  any  ot  the 
regulations  as  contained  in  subpara¬ 
graphs  (a)  to  (c),  inclusive,  of  this 
regulation  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
guilty  of  unprofessional  conduct. 

19.  Subject  always  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Chiropody  Act  ”  and  of  these  regulations,  the 
Board  may  from  time  to  time  by  resolution 
enact  by-laws  pertaining  to  its  functions  and 
governing  its  conduct  of  its  business  and  may 
from  time  to  time  amend,  repeal,  re-enact,  and 
add  to  the  same. 

(Note. — Section  4,  subsection  (2),  of  the 
“  Chiropody  Act  ”  states :  “  That  regulations 

and  amendments  to  regulations  shall  not  come 
into  force  until  approved  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  and  until  such  approval 
has  been  published  in  the  Gazette.”)

Excerpt  prom  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the
